Who Stll Cifarcttes to Boys Who Are Un- 


der the Lefal Ale- 


Superintendent Baxter, of the Mt. 


Yernon schools, has appealed to the 
prosecutor to have him take before 
the grand jury the question of selling 
cigarettes to young boys. 


He wants those dealers who sell to 


minors punished according to the law 
of Ohio. A great many boys in Mt. 
Vernon use cigarettes and some are 
fiends. They are uselesr >n school and 
can learn nothing. The matter will 
probably come before the next grand 
jury. 


The question of sell ing cigarettes to 


boys under 16 years of age is being 
taken up in all parts of the state, and 
is being pushed. In some places so- 
cieties have been organized to secure 
convictions. If the number of small 
boys who smoke cigarettes in Coshoc- 
ton can be taken as an indication the 
law is not being closely followed in

At the third, day's meeting of the 


United Mine Workers of Ohio the 
grievance committee caused -a tem- 
pest which brought out tbe lighting 
qualities »f President Baskins. 


Tbe grievance committee reported 


that Joseph Evans, of Orbiston. had 
presented a complaint against tbe 
president for failure to protect him 
when he was discharged for working 
in tbe cause of organized labor. 


The report caused a in lid sensation 


and provoked a long debate. As sewn 
as the question came up, President 
Haekins called Secretary Savage to" 
the chair. JThe mattef is "one of long 
standing, the discharge having taken 
place almost two years ago. The 
grievance committee recommended 
the reference of the question to- the 
district executive committee. Mr. 
Evani, who is one of the delegates, 
objected to this and said that his case 
^had been before 11 ie executi ve com- 
prtttee several times and that he had 
obtained no relief. lie had now ap- 
pealed to the highest body among the 
miners and wanted the matter heard. 
Lewis wanted a board of arbitration 
appointed to hear both sides and then 
report to the committee. This was 
-declared out of order until the motion 
on the report of the committee had 
been disposed of. The recommenda- 
tion to refer to the executive t-ommit- 
1ee was lost, and a motion to petmit 
the convention to take tbe mattei up 
at once was carried. President Has- 
kins said he was ready'to defend his 
course to the convention. Mr. Evans 
waptiXl. .time to get his. witnesses 
from*the mTne«r"TIie~~fnotion"for,;!i 
committee was renewed.

amended to.postpone until Friday ev- 
ening, when a special* session should 


vention was getting beyond the con- 
trol of the chairman. Motion follow- 
ed motion and tbeie were several 
points of order raised. The chair 
overruled these and was sustained by 
tbe convention. Vice President Sul- 
livan came in and Secretary Savage 
called him to the chair. The debate 
was suspended long enough for the 
secretary to read a telegram just re- 
ceived fro.ii National President John 
Mitchell, iit> Indianapolis, conveying 
greetings to the Ohio miners and ask- 
ing harmony and friendship to rule in 
their deliberations 
The reading t>f 


this was .greeted with applause and 
seemed to have a good effect on the 
delegates. The tangle was unraveled 
and the convention voted down the 
motion for a committee and also for a 
special session. The motion to pro- 
ceed* to a bearing at once was adopt- 
ed. President Haskins said he was 
ready.to state his side of tbe case.The 
secre'tary was ordered to return greet- 
ings to President Mitchell, and then 
went to work on the matter before it. 
President Haskins" and Mr. £vai S 
were eacb allowed 45 minutes to pre- 
sent the case. < At this point it was 
moved that the convention go into 
executive session and all pot mem- 
bers o* the order were excluded. 


M r. "EVansr took the stage first. He 


made a complete statement of bis side 
of the case and occupied considerable 
time. President 
Haskins followed 


and told the" con vention ail the facts 
in the case so far as be knew them. 
The trouble seemed to be that there 
was a misunderstanding of the provi- 
sions of the constitution. 
A delegate 


who spoke pleaded, for a revision of 
the constitution and a clear definition

ing business." 


Although it is fully, understood that 


there la no cause for alarm beyond 
what would naturally be telt at the in- 
dlapoBition-of any one of the queen's 
age, the 
official announcement has 


caused a shock to the country, the 
effect of which it would be difficult to 
exaggerate. The mere novelty of hav- 
ing tQ face the possibility of a regency 
alone suffices to create unnecessary ap- 
prehension. It is understood that the 
arrangements for this queen's visit to 
the south of France .'ire proceeding on 
the lines originally laid down, and it 
is quite likely that rest' and abstention 
from work will enable her to under- 
take the journey earlier than was orig- 
inally intended.

whipping and maltreating peaceful" In- 
dians. Johnson ran across a band of 
50 headed by John Creek, near Proctor. 
All were armed to the teeth and were- 
arresting some Creeks, whom they took 
to Hickory Ground, their headquarters, 
and whipped. Three people, it is said 
on good authority, have killed one man 
who resisted arrest. The marshal says 
the country west of'here is. in an up- 
roar. 


Hertz Is Silent. 


Queenstown, Jan. 19. — Sigmund 


Hertz of New York city, who was ar- 
rested shortly after the arrival here 
of the Allah line steamer Corinthian 
from Halifax, charged with forgery, at 
the instance of the United States au- 
thorities, was not brought before the 
magistrate here.

When the verdict 
was announced the prisoners evinced 
neither elation nor relief. 


Judge Dixon thanked the jury and 


said he believed the verdict a just one. 
He then discharged the jurors until 
Monday mo ing. The court then rose 
and the prisoners were taken back to 
jail.
